It is reported 
that Turkey refuses to fulfil the stipula­ 
tions of the treaty of Ban Stefano, and 
that it has been decided that the Russians 
will occupy Constantinople immediately.

each; 
the new War

The b e la te P u s e s th e N orthern P a ­ 
cific B ill—The Company Hat I Riled 
w ith the Term*. 
Washington, April 23.—The biJl pro­ 
viding log extending tho time ten years 
within which to complete the construction 
ot the Northern Pacific railroad was pass­ 
ed by the Senate last week, after consider 
able debate. A number of conditions (are 
inslstedmpon by the bill, saki to be in the 
interests of tbe people of Oregon. 
lf tho company accepts this measure it 
will be required to build its line eastward 
from tbe Columbia river at tbe rate of 
twenty-five miles during the first year and 
forty miles annually thereafter, and west 
ward from the present terminus seventy- 
five miles during the first year and sixty 
miles durlog every succeeding year until 
the entire line is completed. The line 
through the passes of the Cascade moun­ 
tains is required to ba open for the use of 
other railroads, [and portions of the line 
around the falls at two points on the Co­ 
lumbia river must be completed and equip­ 
ped within two years. These last two con­ 
ditions were debated with some earnest­ 
ness. Senator Mitchell, of Oregon, insist­ 
ed upon their adoption, and said that in no 
other way could an oppressive monopoly, 
.which now controls the navigation of the 
Columbia river, be brokes up. 
It was said during the progress ol the 
debate that about $29,000,000 of the orig­ 
inal Northern Pacific bonds were sold, and 
that $27,000,000 of them have been ex­ 
changed for tbe prelerred stock of the road, 
at their face value, with an additional 40 
per cent. It was also said that the rapid 
filling in of the country with Immigrants 
where the eastern portion of the line ta 
built, is developing the agricultural re- > 
sources of the section, and that the railroad I 
company ta doing all in its power to en­ 
courage this growth ; its charges are placed 
at the lowest possible point; grain was car­ 
ried last year from the Red river to Du­ 
mb, 230 miles, for 12 cents a bushel. 
When a vote was reached upon the bill 
it was passed without division. It is gen- 
eraily understood that all the amendments 
agreed to are acceptable to the company. 
The bill will undoubtedly be adopted by 
the House.

tbe presidency, has disclosed the fact: that 
256 members of both Houses oppose the 
scheme, fitteen favor it, and sixty-seven 
are on the fence. Following are tbe re­ 
plies of Wisconsin Representatives: 
Senator Angas Cameron says: “I have 
given the.subject no special thought. I 
have considered and now consider the sub­ 
ject settled by tbe decision of the Electoral 
tribunal. The country has accepted the 
decision of the Electoral Commission, and 
I regard the matter settled. 
Tbe scheme 
to Eradicate the President’s official title ta 
impracticable in my opinion.” 
Senator Howe ta opposed. He thinks 
that nothing will come of the matter. He 
does not suppose there is anything to be 
done yet in the way of legislation. It 
would be premature until the cause had 
been commenced. As soon as the case 19 
regularly opened, then there may be had 
such legislation as is necessary. Until then 
it ta probable that the Senate will not oc­ 
cupy itself with any idea of legislation in 
the premises. 
Gabriel Bouch opposed: 44 What contin­ 
gency might hereafter arise I cannot say, 
but at present I would not support the bill, 
nor is there any probability that it will re­ 
ceive serious attention in the Honse.” 
—Edward8. Bragg opposed: “I am in 
favor of letting the question remain quiet 
rather than to reopen it and agitate the 
country anew.” 
Lucien B. Caswell opposed: “It has no 
•how in the House, and it ought to be wip­ 
ed out of existence as a disturbing element. 
The sooner it ta done the better." 
H. L. Humphrey opposed: “It will nev­ 
er come before tbe House, much less be­ 
come a judicial question lor the attention 
of the Bupreme Court.”

*‘Popular ’ Music. 
Special Correspondence of tho Tribune. 
N ew Y'okk, April 25.—I have been talk­ 
ing with some of the music publishers here 
with a view to getting out some of the in­ 
teresting facts about the “popular” publi­ 
cations of the day. No compositions In the 
whole range of mnsic meet with such finan* 
etal success as these which ordinary people 
are accustomed to look upon aa “trash.” 
And, while a writer of high-toned melodies 
looks with contempt upon the composer of 
“Don’t be angry with me, darling,” the 
latter is consoled with the reflection that, 
even if his work is not esthetic, it pays. For 
instance, Will S. Hays, of Looisvllle, well 
known &9 an author of popular songs, has 
made a modest fortune out of a single bal­ 
lad called “Mollie darling.” 
And be con­ 
siders this one of the poorest he has ever 
written. But it bears the merit of simplic­ 
ity, aud by far the greatest demand ta for 
songs of that quality. 
The histories of some of these are full of 
interest. At this moment I think of rather 
an odd incident, where a ballad inspired 
purely by contempt for the meaningless 
stuff in fashion was accepted in earnest by 
the public, and had an enormous sale. The 
song I refer to is “Put me in my little bed,” 
aud it isn’t long since it was sung through* 
out tbe country by everybody, from squall' 
ing infant to fat and placid matron. 
The 
author, Dexter Smith, had written a num­ 
ber of clever verses, which he carried to 
bis publisher. 
That 
gentleman, after 
glancing them over, banded them back, 
with the following doubtful criticism: 
“These arc very good, Mr. Smith,—too 
good, in fact. Yes, they are too good tor 
me. Use them in the Atlantic or some such 
place. What I want just now is something 
alter Mis pattern” : 
And he read to tbe astonished writer 
some selections from several of the popular 
ballads. Smith was disgusted. 
“It surely can’t be possible,” said he, 
“that tbe public wauts such miserable stuff 
as this?” 
“It ta not only possible, but true." 
“Then I don t wonder that mine is too 
good for your use. Good day.” 
And tbe young composer half-angrily 
strode out cl' the office, reflecting upon the 
degeneracy of the public mind. 
He was 
going along one of the narrow Boston 
streets, absorbed in his thoughts, when he 
heard a dirty little urchin yell to his moth* 
er, “Sa-ay, mam ! Put me in my little bed!” 
There was bis subject! And, going home, 
filled with a determination to write tbe 
most unutterable mess of (Meanness he 
could think of, he composed the song 
which has since made him famous. 
His 
little joke was well received, and its repu­ 
tation spread until its sales reached an 
enormous figure. 
In this connection, let me give you the 
number of copies sold of a few of the best 
known publications of this kind: “Put me 
in my little bed,” by Dexter Smith, 250,- 
OOO copies; “Come, birdie, come,” same 
author, 100,000; “Mollie darling,” by Will 
S. Haves, 40.009; “Silver threads among 
tbe gold,” by Hanks, (who is very popular). 
75,000; “Come home, 
father,* 50,000; 
“Evangeline, ” 25,000; 
‘'Tramp, tramp, 
tramp,” 100,000; “Sweet Geneviexe,” 20,- 
000. Many of these still sell steadily, and 
will doubtless continua to do so tor sev­ 
eral years. Songs written to suit the times 
frequently reach immense sales, and, as in 
book publications, those which appear the 
weakest are not unfrequentiy the most suc­ 
cessful.

spirited citizen*4 in lending both ald and 
money towards tho suppression of the vic­ 
ious element. 
The gentlemen who comprise the Chi­ 
c h a Board of Trade, which institution is 
noted for its liberality, have already sub­ 
scribed a Urge sum of money, and at JSu- 
penntend&nt Hickey a suggestion it will 
be expended for firearms, of which the city 
stands In deplorable need. 
Although the cjinmuaistic feeling Is 
known to exist to a great degree among 
the poorly paid laboring classes, it is gen­ 
erally believe J that the greater, and by far 
tha stronger element is to be found among 
the blacklegs and ill conditioned wretches 
who infest all large cities, and who only 
await a favorable opportunity to war 
against law and order.
